THE PRISONER SITS THROUGH IT! 
ALL WITHOUT A WAVER. 


Counsel Went Over the Story of the 
Crime, Claiming That the Killing 
of Mrs. Castle Was Deliber- 
ately Planned.

ELDORADO, Kan., Nov. 30.—The case of 
the state against Jessie Morrison, for the 
murder of Mrs. Olin Castle, was presented 
to the jury today by Prosecuting Attor- 
ney E. B. Brumbock. 

The lawyer renewed the whole story of 
the crime and the events leading to it. He 
claimed that the state would demonstrate 
by testimony that could not be refuted that 
Jegsie Morrison went to the Castle home 
with the deliberate intent of killing the 
woman who had won the man the prisoner 
loved; that several days prior to the mur- 
der, Miss Morrison obtained possession of 
the razor with which the killing was done; 
that the weapon was procured for that pur- 
pose—that the murder was deliberate and 
premeditated, and that the motive was re- 
venge. 

The ‘speech seemed to strongly impress 
the jury, but Jessie Morrison never 
winced. uring the whole recital her color 
did not change nor did she give the slight- 
est indication of interest. 

The courtroom was literally jammed with 
spectators, every seat having its occupant, 
and the available space around the walis 
being crowded with men and women. 
Women were in the majority. 

The Morrison family, the Caétios and the 
Wileys were all present. There were not 
seats enough for them all and Olin Castle, 
the man in the case, was compelled to 
stand. The entrance of the prisoner caused 
a buzz of whispers that brought from the 
bailiff’ a demand for order. 

Miss Morrison, unchanged in appearance, 
was conducted to her seat by her father, 
and he and her two married sisters and a 
brother grouped themselves near by. Dur- 
ing Attorney Brumback’'s recital of the 
case, thé prisoner watched him closely with 
her fingers to her lips, while Roland iley, 
father of the murdered w°man, covered his 
eyes with his hand and ..uas unable to re- 
frain from crying. 

Attorney Brumback sald: 

‘We expect the evidence to show that Jes- 
sie Morrison went by a circuitous route to 
Mr. Castle's house prepared to kill and mur- 
der Clara Whiley Castile. 

They would show, he said, that the pris- 
oner went armed ‘with two razors, or a 
razor and a knife, and that she attacked 
Mrs. Castile, inflicting 18 wounds. The crime, 
it would be shown, was committed through 
= n, soelouey and anger, malice and 

atred against Castle and her husban 
and the state woutd ask for a verdict o 
murder in the first degree. 

. Kramer stated the case for the de- 
fense, and said they would show that Miss 

Morrison had cut Mrs. Castle in self-de- 
fense after the latter had attacked her. 
They Would show, he said, that O:in Castle 
continued to pay Miss Morrison attention 
after he became engaged to Miss Whiley, 
and that he continued to make her pres- 
ents and send her love letters. The evi- 
dence would show that Castile showed all 
of the defendant's notes and letters to Miss 
Wiley, and that the latter became extreme- 
ly jealous and unfriendly toward Miss Mor- 
rison; that Miss Wiley, after she had be- 
come Mrs. Castle, called Miss Morrison into 
her house, and, after accusing her of being 
too intimate with Castle, attacked her with 
a razor. After that M‘!s¢ Morrison cut Mrs. 
Castie in se!lf-defens.«. 

“What she did,’ said Attorney Kramer, 

“was done because she thought it was nec- 
essary to save her own life; the other wom- 
an was pressing the fight and Jessie Morri- 
son did what she did in order to keep the 
other ey in her anger and frenzy from 
killing her. 

It was announced that the state and de- 
fense would present a total of 115 witnesses 
to be examined. The taking of testimony 
was then begun, the state callilng Mrs. Bet- 
tle Moberly, the first person who entered 
the Castle home in response to Mrs. Cas- 
‘le’s cries for help. 

Jessie .Morrison received yesterday the 
only present that has come to her for sev- 
eral days. It was a large bouquet of pink 
and white carnations. They were sent by a 
friend in Eldorado, a woman. 

he prisoner is surrounded by walls of 
lath and plaster. Members of her famiiy 
Gre permitted to call on her when they 
please and to remain in her cell as long as 
they desire. Yet there has never been a fear 
that the prisoner would attempt to escape 
Nor is it ever suggested that she 
commit suicide. 
to the little prisoners. 

of the jury lawyers say: 

“Ifa woman is on trial, especially a young 
woman, give me young men on the jury. 
The keen edge of their feelings of chivalry 
is not worn off. They are not so practical as 
the older men.” 

The youngest man on the Morrison jury 
is 33 years old. Every juror is married. 
And the lawyers for the state consider this 
fact an advantage for them, because, they | 
say, that it is for the protection of the Swan 
that the prisoner should be convicted.

Bell contends that the discharge of his re- 
volver was purely ac@dental. Florence OS- 
borne says that, although she did not see 
the shot fired, she Is certain it was an ac- 
cident. And Lieberman, who is hardly able 
to speak, whispers that Bell did not intend 
to shoot him. 

Nevertheless the police are not thoroughly 
satisfied and have corralled in the Four 
Courts holdover all the persons who were 
in the Osborne establishment at the time 
of the shooting.

MERAMEC WATER 


Promoters of the Enterprise 
Made Argument. 


CLAIM WATER IS ALWAYS PURE 


HEARING BY PUBLIC IMPROVE- 
MENTS BOARD. 


Whether the Source of Supply is In- 
iuenced by Freshets Constituted 
the Point Under Discussion. 


The hearing by the Board of Public Im- 
provements Friday morning on the Mera- 
mec Springs water supply enterprise re- 
solved itself shortly before noon into a 
court of inquiry, President McMath of the 
board acting as chief prosecutor and En- 
gineer BE. W. Harrison of Jersey City, U. 
J., defending the quality of the Meramec 
water. 

The effect of heavy rains on the springs 
which it is proposed to make the source of 
the city’s water supply formed the subject 
of Mr. McMath's questions. Mr. McMath's 
inquiries were designed to bring out state- 
ments showing that the springs respond 
readily to freshets of water and that at 
such times the water becomes muddy and 
impure. 

G. E. M. Pratt, the business manager of 
the Meramec scheme, finally brought the 
inquiry to an end by saying that he would 
bring before the board people who had 


lived for years in the vicinity of the springs 
and had taken their water supply from this 
source in all seasons, and who would know 
ghee the effect which periodical rains 
pave on the quantity and quality of the wa- 
er. 

Mr. Harrison was one of a trio of en- 

neers who appeared before the board in 

ehalf of the Meramec project. The others 
were Clemens Herschel of Nw York and E. 
R. iKknsy of St. Loults. Each was introduced 
by Mr. Pratt. William D. Edwards of Jer- 
sey City appeared as attorney for the cor- 
ote ge backing the enterprise and out- 
ined the entire subject under conside 
tion, leaving it to the engineers to explau: 
technical details. 

“Innocence is better than repentance,"’ 
faid Mr. Edwards. “In other words, the 
city of St. Louis will find water which has 
never been polluted preferable to water 
wihch has been defiled from a multitude of 
sources and then filtered.’ 

Mr. Edwards then processes to compare 
the cost to the city of water from the Mer- 
amec Spring with the present cost of pump- 
ing, stating that the expense of the new 
proposed supply would be less than that of 
the present system. 

The city, he said, would buy the water 
from the company. and could 4! 6 
in any manner and at any rate of charges 
weibh it might determine on. The plant and 
pipes, he said, would have a capacity of 
100,000,000 gallons daily, which could readily 
be Increased to 159,000.90 gallons dally, as 
the needs of the city increased. 

At the close of the hearing the arguments 
Fubmitted were referred to the water com- 
mittee of the board. 


REINDEER AND LAPLANDERS 


Both Fared Badly in Government Ex- 
periment in Alaska and the Trial 
Is a Failure. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—Four Laplanders, 
Survivors of a party of 15 who left their 
native land three years ago with 600 rein- 
deer which the United States government 
desired to test in Alaska, passed through 
Chicago en route home. The four were 
Jacob Latta, his wife, a son 16 years old 
and a daughter 8 years old. 

Through an interpreter Latta said that 
the government's Sx parumnene with the rein- 
deer was unsuccessful for several reasons. 
He said: 

“The country did not suit either us or 
the reindeer. It was cold enongh, but it 
was different in other ways. The deer did 
not get the same things to eat that they 
did in Lapland and they did not get the 
Same treatment. When we arrived in 
Alaska the deer were distributed and each 
of us went with a certain number to a 
certain place. The men worked with us 
did not know the habits of the animals 
and could not treat them as they should 
have been handled. I did not know why 
the country proved so unhealthy for the 
laplanders. Anyhow, it killed the most 
of our party.”

NICARAGUAN ROUTE WILL COST 
MORE TO CONSTRUCT. 


The Panama Route Being Through Al- 
luvial Soil Will Be Most Expen- 
sive to Maintain—Estimate 
of the Costs. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 80.—The Isthmian 
Canal Commission will submit to the Presi- 
dent today or Saturday a preliminary re- 
port that both the Nicaragua and Panama 
routes are feasible, and that there are no 
other feasible or practicable routes. Both 
have advantages and disadvantages that 
will be specifically pointed out. 

Congress will be advised that while it 
may cost more to construct the Nicara- 
gua route, it will cost less to maintain and 
keep in repair a canal bullt on that line, 
as it would pas through a rocky formation, 
while alluvial soll is to be contended with 
along the Panama route. 

The commission will point out that to se- 
cure a concession for the Nicaraguan route 


it will be necessary to deal with Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica, and incidentally the conces- 
sion held in Costa Rica by the Maritime 
company, and for the Panama route, a pri- 
vate concern, and the Colombian govern- 


ment. 

This Panama company has sunk $200,- 
000,000 which it is willing to surrender for 
$100,000,000. It is estimated that §110,000,000 
more will be required to complete the Pana- 
ma work.

The letter when received at World's Fair 
headquarters created no surprise, but_the 
gentlemen in charge of the Worlds Fair 
work were glad to get the direct denial. 

“The story was ridicuious, anyhow,” said 
Marshall D. Lyle, in charge of the Carle- 
ton building headquarters, to the Post-Dis- 
patch. “Everybody knows that the gov- 
ernment would not make appropriations for 
two expositions in the same year, and that 
having already arranged to make an ap- 

ropriation for St. Louis, Boston would 

ardly attempt to have a fair without Fed- 
eral aid.’’ . 

In connection with the subject of the par- 
ticipation of the Federal government in the 
St. Louis World’s Fair it is interesting to 
note that the pians of the United States 
overnment for its display at the Louisiana 

urehase centennial celebration are already 
under serious consideration. 

Advices from Washington say that the 
government's participation in the St. Louis 
World’s Fair will be on a much more elab- 
orate scale than at any previous exposition. 
Its expenditures will not be confined to the 
$5,000, voted in the direct appropriation 
bill. This measure specifically excepts the 
expenditures ‘‘for its own buildings and ex- 
hibits and the care of the same.’ 

In accordance with the liberal expendl- 
ture made possible by this provision, the 
government will outdo all it’s previous ef- 
forts in the excellence of its exhibits and 
its own representation. 

The head of one of the most important 
bureaus at the national capital has offered 
to take personal charge of his exhibit free 
of charge, if they are desired. 

Chairman Tawney of the special house 
committee having the World's Fair legisla- 
tion in charge has already secured the 
views of the heads of all the important 
Bureaus porting forth their ideas and 
showing their deep interest in the fair.

MADE SOLDIERS CRAZY 


FILIPINO “VINO” IS A DANGER- 
OUS DRINK. 


SALOON LICENSES INCREASED 


Permission to Run a Saloon in Manila 
Now Costs $600 Instead of $4, 
Under Spanish Rule. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Native wine 
drives American soldiers crazy, says the 
official report of the department of licenses 
in Manila. 

This report shows that there were on 
June 30 last 155 licenses to sell liquor in 
force in Manila. None of these licenses is 
held by soldiers dischargedal from the army 
in the Philippines. With regard to the 
native drinks called ‘“‘vino”’’ the report says: 

“The percentages of wood alcohol in all 
this wine is extremely high. The natives 
drink it moderately and it appears to have 
no deleterious effect upon them. An Amer- 
ican drinking large quantities of it, as he 
would so much whisky, Is speedily rendered 
temporarily insane, and then passes into a 
state of coma until the effects have worn 
off. The regulations regarding its sale to 
soldiers are very stringent, involving fine, 
imprisonment and forfeiture of licenses."’ 

It shows that the American authorities 
have increased the license fee from $% for 
each saloon to $600 for saloons of the first 
class: $250 for those of the second class; 
$100 for the third class, and $50 for the last 
class, selling only beer and light wine and 
located outside of the business district. 

The sale of the native drink, ‘‘vino,’’ has 
been forbiden to soldiers, as it is most 
harmful in its effects upon them. 

There were only 155 licenses outstanding 
on June 30 last, a decrease of 69 since the 
American licenses began . The barrooms 
are more orderly and keepers more careful! 
in sales to drunken persons and in observing 
the opening and closing hours. No dis- 
charged American soldier holds a license. 

The Spaniards hold 66 licenses, Americans 
22, Filipinos 26, negroes 2, Chinese 8. Japan- 
ese 3 and persons of unknown nationality

Miss Marie Hage, whose name has 4at- 
tracted much attention in connection. with 
the murder, and who at first treated the 
tragedy with the utmost indifference, 15 
now prostrated and is under the care of a 
physician at her home. She still declines 
to discuss the matter except to declare that 
nothing she has said could possibly have 
led to the tragedy. She was a friend of both 
the men. 

Hamilton. who is held without ball, has 
ecovered his composure and spends all of 

is time in writing. His millionaire uncle, 
Daniel A. Davis of New York, is now on 
his way here to look after the young mans 
interests, and his friends are confident he 
will come out of his ordeal with ciean 
hands. 

At the present time it is a_ second 
Molineux case, with a knife in the place of 
poison.

Daughters of American Revolution 
Will Erect One Over Site of 
His Grave. 


At a meeting of the St. Louis Chapter of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, 


held Wednesday afternoon at the residence 
of Mrs. Huntington Smith, it was decided 
to erect a bronze tablet in honor of the 
memory of the great Indian Chief Pontiac.

It will be handsomely and appropriate- 
ly engraved. When completed it will be 
hung in the rotunda of the Southern Hotel. 

This selection of a location is especially 
fitting, asethe bones of the wily chief of the 
Ottowas are supposed to rest beneath the 
foundations of the hotel wihch oceupies 
the site of the old fort. The reason for thus 
honoring Pontiac's memory is to be found 
in the friendship he manifested toward the 
early French settlers of this vicinity. He 
frequently visited Gov. St. Ange and was 
a friend of Auguste Chouteau, one of the 
pioneers of this city. The plan of honoring 
the Indian originated with several ladics 
of the chapter two years ago. The matter 
was placed before the historic sites and 
revolutionary relics committee, with the

The Life of Little ‘‘Acre”’ 
Was Nine Months. 


ON THE BOLIVIAN BORDER 


LIBERTY LOVERS WENT INTO 
FOREST TO SEEK FREEDOM. 


Bolivian Troops Were Sent to Bring 
Them Into Subjection and After 
Having Two Presidents Acre 
Ended Ingloriously. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The announce- 
ment of the existence of the Acre republic 
and news of its extinction came almost sl- 
multaneously. It was declared in Decem- 
ei 1898y, and not crushed until August, 
19). 

From time to time stray newspaper arti- 
cles have mentioned rumors that the peo- 
ple of Acre had declared a republic, but 
the first positive news to that effect was 
contained in a recent Denver dispatch de- 
claring that Acre had sent a minister to 
this country. If the minister had come in 
good faith he is doomed to disappointment. 
The republic of Bolivia has conquered his 
country and wiped out his shortlived gov- 
ernment. ; 

The statement has just been made by the 
Bolivian minister to the United States, Se- 
nor Don Fernando B. Guachalia, who has 
returned to Washington preparatory to es- 
tablishing a legation. 

The lack of information about the short 
history of the republic of Acre is due chief- 
ly to its remoteness from the settled por- 
tions of South America. There are large 
tracts of that great continent which have 
never been settled and are little known 
and are said to be large sections which 
have never been explored. 

The Acre country has not been settled 
many years. Until quite lately it has never 
been explored. The explorers found that 
it was a great rubber country and that led 
to its speedy settlement. It is far away 
from the thickly populated portions of both 
Bolivia and Brazil, but especially Bolivia.

The 
complaint arose wholly from the upper 
They complained of the heavy 
taxes, which they declared burdensome to 
the growing rubber industry. It was 
claimed that the business interests of Acre 
suffered by reason of it. Apparently all 
efforts to induce Bolivia to change her sys- 
tem of taxation or to modify it in the in- 
terests of Acre failed, and in December of 
last year the business men of Acre met in 
convention and determined to throw off the 
authority of Bolivia. 


They Proclaimed 
a Republic. 

They proclaimed an independent republic. 
The leader of the movement was a Spaniard 
named Galvez, and he was chosen first pres- 
ident of Acre. 

This rebellion differed vastly from the 


ordinary South American = revolutions. 
Such revolutions are generally in the in- 
terests of some politician who. desires to 
make himself president by overthrowing 
the existing administration. This rebellion 
was a sécession of a part of the Bolivian 
republic and an attempt to create a new 
government. 

Galvez and his new government, appar- 
ently, were unable to raise an army of im- 
portance. They had a good opportunity, be- 
cause the Acre region is so far away from 
the seat of government and the country 
through which troops must march was so 
difficult that it would be months béfore 
the Bolivians could have an army on the 
scene of sufficient size to put down the re- 
bellion. Either they did nothing or else the 
half-breed workin en were not in sym- 
pathy with the rebellion and the business 
men who were at the head of it could not 
form a sufficient army by themselves. 
Whatever the reason the fighting force of 
Acre was small. ° 


Acre Had 
Two Presidents. 

After acting as president of Acre for 
three or four months, Galvez gave up the 
office and went back to his country. He 
has since died at Madrid. Rodriguez Aries 
was his successor, and Aries was, next to 
Galvez, the head and front of the revolu- 
tion. He was a Brazilian. Brazil sent 
trcops to the border as soon as she heard 
of the rebellion, but not with any intention 
of alding the rebels. The object of Brazil 
was simply to protect her own interests,

The Bolivian army reathed Acre in the 


summer and began the work of restoring 
the country to its allegiance. This was a 
simple matter as far as the actual fighting 
was concerned, owing to feeble preparations 
of Acre, but the country is so large that it 
was some time before order was fully re- 
stored. Aries fled to Brazil and the other 
leaders of the revolt also made their es- 
cape after offering some ineffectual resist- 
ance to the Balivians. On August 18 the 
rebellion was finally crushed. The Bolivian 
soldiers still remain in possession, {n order 
to make sure that no new attempt at re- 
bellion is made. 

Alleged Minister 

Is Unknown. 

Senor Guachalia has no knowledge of 
Henry W. Phillips, who is said to be the 
minister of Acre to the United States. 

“He did not figure among the leaders of 
the revolution,”’ said he, ‘“‘and I never heard 
his name before.’’ 

Assistant Secretary Cridler says that the 
state department knows nothing whatever 
of the Acre republic, nor of Mr. Phillips. 

It may be that the Acre rebels, although 
their government has been overthrown, are 
still keeping up some show of armed force, 
and hope to be recognized as belligerents 
by some other country and that this ac- 
counts for Mr. Phillips’ mission. The Ro- 
livian minister, however, is convinced that 
the rebellion is utterly crushed. 

If the Acre insurgents desired recognition 
it seems that Brazil would be the most 
hopeful quarter to which to appeal, but the 
minister says that Brazil has not only not 
recognized them, but has in all respects aci- 
ed in a way most unfriendly to Bolivia.

OLD READER.—The first note of electme light we can find is 
that produced by means of carpon points by Humphrey Davy tn 
180. King patented an incandescent light in 1845. In October. 187% 
Thomas A, Edison announced the success of experiments in sub- 
dividing the electric current. This caused gas stocks in New 
York to fall 12 to 20 points. The use of this light for commercial 
purposes dates from the later seventies—we have not the exact 
date. The Avenue del Opera at Paris was lighted by what was 
called the Jablochkoff lamp. In May, 1883, an electric railway was 
exhibited at the Chicago Exposition. In the autumn of that vear 
an electric locomotive was used on the Saratoga & Mt. McGregor | 
Railway in New York. In the summer of #34 a short electric line 
carried 38,000 passengers at Coney Island. The first road opened 
in competition with horse cars was in Cleveland. O., July 27. 1884 
The first practical overhead line. resembling the present trolley 
system, was installed in Kansas City in the autumn of 1884.
